COUNTESS RARULYI 
ASKS GOURTS AID 


Washington, January 2.—(#)—The 
much-discussed Karolyi grow- 
ing out of the refusal of the state 
department to lower the immigration 
bars to Countess Catherine Karolyi, 
wife of the former president of Hun- 
gary, has: wound up in the ceurts.

The legal proceedings are regarded 
at tie state department as of unusual 
interest, since they raise for the first 
time for court interpretation’ the ques- 
tion of the discretionary powers vest- 
ed in the secretary under exclusion 
acts. Serious doubt is entertained by

The elimination of Sokolnikoy, the 
finance commissar, as a member of the 
bureau, is hardly less sensational, be-

Trotzky’s own feeling; according to 
his intimates, is one of sweet revenge, 
as he has the satisfaction not only of 
regaining his former position on the 
central committee and the political bu- 
reau, but also of witnessing the de- 
feat of Kameneff, who last year voted 
for his expulsion as war commissar.

The superintendent then 
mends; after payments are arranged 
on a cash basis and the regular state 
appropriation has been made as large 
as possible there should be an equali- 
zation fund, to establish in the weak- 
er counties and communities a uni- 
form length of term throughout the 
state, with teachers paid a uniform 
salary schedule fixed by the state 
‘board of education. 

Under this plan every county in 
the state would be required to levy 
‘a minimum of local taxes of at least 
five mills. Then, if there is not enough 
to run all the schools of the county 
uniformly, the state, out of its equali- 
zation fund, would step in and pay 
to that county-enough money to bring 
its schools up to the standard sef by 
the state. 

A third recommendation made 
the superintendent is a county 
system of schools. 

Would Combine Boards. 

“We need in Georgia,” he says, “the 
county unit system of schools, where 
:all schools in both town and country 
would be under direction of one board 
of education. This board should have 
authority to elect a well-qualified su- 
perintendent from anywhere in the 
county, the state or the nation. The 
county superintendence ig also a pro- 
fessional job, and ought not to be 
thrown -into politics every four years. 

“In addition to the county superin- 
tendent there ought to be a system of 
classroom supervision. Most of the 
teachers who go fnto the schools, even 
normal school graduates, who have 
had practice teaching in the normal 
schools have only been trained ‘to be- 
gin to teach.’ By a system of expert 
supervision the training of the teacher 
continues while in service and effi- 
ciency is increased from one to ten- 
fold. 

“Under a proper system of expert 
supervision, the taxpayers’ dollars can

by the Oklahoma City Times of a 
story, declaring near at hand a so- 
lution to the mystery that for more 
than two -years has hung over the 
deaths of a score of wealthy Osage 
Indians. ° 

The Times said the arrest of sev- 
eral men, some of them prominent, | 
was expected within 48 hours. 

This was denied immediately 
Attorney General George F. ~ S 
who has been actively allied with the 
federal authorities in a lengthy in- 
vestigation of an alleged murder ring 
held-responsible for the deaths. 

Doesn't Know of Arrests. 

“No one from this office is going 
to Pawhuska within 24 hours, and I 
positively do not know of any ar- 
rests expected within the 48-hour 
period mentioned,” he declared. Paw- 
huska is the eapital of the Osage na- 
tion. He declined to talk farther, 
and federal agents merely smiled and 
remarked that “The Times has car- 
vied several previous stories, some 
wide of the mark and others sur- 
prisingly accurate.” 

The story published today declares 
that a prisoner in the federal peni- 
tentiary at Leavenworth has confess- 
ed to participation in several of the 
murders and has implicated a num- 
ber of persons in the Osage country.

Chicago, January 2.—(/)—A sur- 
vey of the modern and primitive sig- 
nificance of magic, producing a new 
definition of “white magiec,’’ has been 
made by Dr. Pieter Roest, in the de- 
partment of anthropology at che Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Pointing out that “magic is the art 
of having certain desired results by 
means of an established series of 
words or acts believed to owe their 
efficacy to superphysical power,’’ Dr, 
Roest declared that magic is not dis- 
| appearing with. the advance of civili- 
zation. 

“Tt flourishes luxuriantly in our or¢ 
ganized religion,’’ he said. “Theology 
firmly claims to its efficacy whether 
intelligible or not, and occultists give 
it an explanation which outdoes even 
science in nationalization.’’ 


Primitive and modern white magic 
have many points of similarity, Dr. 
Roest says. 

“The sun dance of the Indians pro- 
vides some interesting parallels to the 
Christian eucharist,”’ he said. “Both 
are mainly religious and in part dram- 
atize a sacred story. but both have 
their magical side. They bave in com- 
mon the elaborate preparation up to a 
climax. Both are full of symbolical 
acts which often have magical effi- 
cacy; in both food is consecrated and 
taken by those who are especially 
prepared to receive it, although in the 
sun dance this is not the central act.

“T am not referring now to the 
treaty of Versailles but fo the armi- 
stice. Germany, putting her faith in 
the United States, laid down her arms 
and delivered herself helplessly into 
the hands of the enemy. 

Charges Unfair Tactics. 

“Tt seems hardly fair to place the 
head of a*nation in the position of 
a salesman selling his wares by irre- 
sponsible promises and fraudulent rep- 
resentations, An honorable business 
house will make good the promises 
of its employee, even if the employee 
exceeded his authority to make a sale. 
It is certainly not good ethics in busi- 
ness or in international affairs to ac- 
cept the profit and welch on the pay- 
ment. 

“Tf he cannot make good the prom- 
ises of his agent, the honorable husi- 
ness man will use his utmost efforts 
to minimize the loss of his client. 
Woodrow Wilson ‘sold’ the armistice 
to Germany.

Al Gorman, engineer at the Jessup 
and Antrim Ice Cream plant? on Ellis 
street, narrowly escaped death early 
Saturday when he was overcome by 
fumes from a broken ammonia valve 
in the building. He was dragged from 
the plant unconscious by Fireman H. 
H. Ewing, of Engine House No. 1, 
and was revived with the aid of a 
pulmotor. 

rorman and Ewing were in the 
building when the valve on the am- 
monia pipe burst and donning gas 
masks they rushed into the basement 
in an attempt to close the valve which 
was emitting fumes. 

The mask worn by Gorman was 
jerked off and he was knocked to the 
floor when he got too near the large 
driving belt on the ice machine, which 
struck him, and was overcome by the 
fumes. 

Fireman Ewing crawled under the 
belt. and dragged him from the base- 
ment. 

W. E. Spence, refrigerating engi- 
neer of the company, arrived at the 
plant a few minutes later, put on a 
gas mask, and made his wav into 
the basement, cutting off the flow of 
ammonia fumes. 

Employees at the plant were not 
allowed to go into the building for 
several hours after the valve had been 
repaired and after the air had cleared.

Chieago, January 2.—(4)—Federal 
investigators tonight indicated the ar- 
rest of weveral Chicago physicians may 
be expected soon as the result of their 
investigations of a $1,000,000 inter- 
national narcotic ring. 

Two men are under arrest and fed- 
eral agents are hunting for others and 
for the cache where they are confident 
narcotics valued at hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars are concealed. 

The men under arrest are William 
Mouzakiotis, a peddler, and Dr. Jack 
Moses. The former was held to the 
federal grand jury in bonds of $25,000 
and the latter in bonds of $10,000 on 
charges of violating the federal nar- 
cotie act. 

Federal agents started investigation 
of the case last March, when several 
cases of drugs were reported to have 
been sent from Germany to Constanti- 
nople, there repacked with fish and 


sent to New York, four of the cases ! 


being forwarded tc Chicago. 

Federal agents spent most of yester- 
day searching the house of Mouzakiotis 
and in the basement found many tun- 
nels.

character. 

He doesn’t achieve that stature 
now. He is more like a United States 
senator and subject to impeachment, 
almost to indictment if he misses a 
signal or a pass from center or calls 
for the wrong play. There was such. 
ferocious indignation against the Yale 
player who missed a pass in the last 
quarter of the Harvard game. this 
year that some papers ran editorials 
saying: ‘Where is the district at- 
torney !” 

Apparently the alumni, the stu- 
dents, the coaches, and the football 
reporters who have lately risen to 
an important position of responsibility 
in the general’ emphasis on football 
will be allowed one more season of 
emphatie operations. 

The professional has been straight- 
armed and he has retaliated with a 
straight-arm of his own, remarking, 
in part, that he doesn’t wish to con- 
taminate his professionalism by ath- 
letic intercourse with dishonest ama- 
teurs. 

This leaves football with a set of 
ailments that are almost exclusively 
internal and “next fall there will be 
a good chance to see how serious or 
trivial they may be.

estate license law, adopted by the 
(reorgia lawmakers. The law fully 
covers the realty field and carries pen- 
alties for its infraction. The follow- 
ing description of the law was writ- 
ten by an Atlanta realtor: 


August 14, 1925, and found in Geor- 
gia laws for 1925 at page 325, it is 
made unlawful for any person, firm, 
partnership or corporation, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, to engage.in the 
business or capacity of a real estate 
broker or salesman in any county in 
Georgia having a population of 44.- 
195 or more, according to the census 
of 1925, without obtaining a _ license 
from the real estate commission. The 
law became effective January 1, 
1926. It operates in only five coun- 
ities; namely; Fulton, 
: Muscogee and Richmond.

both. 

The law also provide for non-resi- 
dent brokers to become licensed upon 
making application to the commis- 
sion, and the commission is required 
to recognize the license issued to such 
annlicant by any other state. The 
non-resident broker, however, must 
give his consent to suits which may 
be brought against him by service of 
rleadings, or process upon the Geor- 
gia real estate commission, or a dep- 
uty designated by it.

Year 1925 Recorded Many 
Important Realty Deals 


BY PAUL JONES. 
Atlanta’s real estate history for 1925 


has been one of great interest and im- 
portance, and many large transactions 
have been recorded both in deals in- 
volving undeveloped property and in 
building operations. It has been an 
unusual year, according to leading 
dealers and agents, who point to the 
big Florida boom as the magnet that 
has drawa many of. the active realtors 
from this city to Miami and other 
Florida cities where “big money” and 
extreme activity was promised. 

Notwithstanding that a number of 
the active salesmen and brokers have 
spent much time during the past year 
in Florida the real estate business 
in Atlanta has “carried on,” and 
there has been a wholesome market 
throughout the year. The fact also 
that Atlanta has held ber owa through- 
out the past season indicated to many 
of the leaders that there is an atmos- 
phere of confidence and a feeling of 
faith that big things will come with 
the opening of the spring season. 

“A number of people have gone to 
Florida,” said a well-known realtor, in 
speaking to the real estate board, “who 
will return to Georgia to locate. These 
people have passed down through our 
state on their way to Florida, where 
they sought to make fortunes within 
a short time, only to find that for- 
tunes are made in Florida just as they 
are made in IJndiana, Illinois, Ken- 
tucky and Virginia. That hard work 
and application to business are the 
requisites to money making, and they 
are in many instances turning their 
faces northward. As is said before, 
these people have passed through Geor- 
gia and have observed the resources 
and the advantageous conditions that 
exist here and hu'adreds of them are 
coming back to locate in this city and 


state.” 
To Aid Home Seekers. 

“Atlanta will reap a harvest from 
the people who are not satisfied with 
conditions as they find them in Flor- 
ida, because many of them wil come 
to our city with a view toward lo- 
cating and establishing residences 
rather than to return to their old 
homes. The chamber of commerce, the 
real estate board and other civic or- 
ganizations are making plans to take 
care of these people and to help in 
locating them in places that will suit 
them in every way. This will mean 
that others will come to Atlanta and 
those who are received ra the right 
way and propertly located will unnues- 
tionably let.their friends ‘back home’ 
know about their newly found homes 
and the conditions that surround them. 

“Another feature of the situation 
that promises good for Atlanta is that 
many of the men who left Atlanta 
for Florida are said to have been 
able -to make money. - They are now 
coming back here with the proceeds 
of their dealings and. are preparing 
to invest the money in Atlanta prop- 
erty. This will mean that many 
thousands of dollars will be placed 
in Atlanta realty by those who have 
made it in the Florida boom, and 
this money will be new capital, and 
all the more valuable from an eco- 
nomic standpoint because of that 
fact.” 

Among the encouraging things that 
have taken place during the past 
year, according to W. P. Walthall, 
of Adair Realty and Trust company, 
who spoke recently to the real estate 
board upon the local situation during 
1925, is that the housing shortage has 
about been obliterated. In other 
words, there are now about enough 
houses and apartments to go around 
among the people. he city, how- 
ever, is growing at a remarkable rate, 
and it is expected that within a short 
time demands will be made for homes 
that will foree the construction of 
other dwellings, both individual and 
multiple unit. prominent rental

Another “sign of the times” that 
indicates growth of the city and pros- 


perity in the real estate world is that 
vacant stores in various parts of the 
city are being absorbed at better than 
a normal rate.

avenue which was widened and paved 
during the past few months; White- 
hall street, on which many new build- 
ints have been erected for permanent 
homes of out-of-town concerns, and 
on Peachtree and West Peachtree 
street, where a number of perhaps 
less desirable business buildings were 
left idle for a time.

Office buildings, which were the 
subject of many forebodings for a 
time, and on which Atlanta was said 
to be largely overbuilt, are also be- 
ing rented at a rate that indicates 
the need of more buildings of that 
class within a few months’ time.- At- 
lanta already has perhaps the great- 
est number of office buildings and 


commercial structures of any city its 


fact that it is the metropolis of the 
south, the gateway of Dixie, and that 
it has for years been-the designated 
center for the southern headquarters 
for all nationally advertised concerns 
of the United States, it has required 
a greater number of large and up-to-' 
date office buildings. 
End of Deflation Period. 

The fact that 1925 brought an 
end to a period of deflation that has 
obtained ever since the close of the 
world war, and which hag caused a 
drawback to many enterprises that 
might otherwise have been put across, 
is another factor that gives encour- 
agement to Atlanta business and real 
estate men regarding the potential 
business for 1926. “Cheap money,” 
said Mr. Walthall, “means that build- 
ing operations can be carried on in 
greater volume and wit greater econo- 
my. Money is cheaper,” said the real- 
tor, “which means that loans can be 
more easily floated for the necessary 
projects. Atlanta is feeling the ef- 
fect of the changing situation and a 
number of large building projects are 
being proposed in addition to the many 
now under construction here. We

| AS TO VITAL STATISTICS. 


Vhen the issues the 
‘Official call for an extra 
the assembly, which he has deter- 
mined to do, according to an au- 
thorized statement recentiy made by 
‘him, it is hoped some provision may 
ibe made for a system of vital statis- 
i tics by which the state may be in- 
corporated in the registration area 
of the United States. . It will require 
an amendment to the’ constitution 
to do this—a very simple amend- 
ment that involves no fiscal prob- 
Or any other issue that could 
possibly arouse any objections from 
,any source. And yet it is impera- 
tively necessary. 

We direct attention to it because 
constitutional amendment sub- 
mitted at the extra session. can be 
voted on at the general election in 
1926, otherwise a vote would have 
to be deferred until 1928. 

If we understand it, the governor 
feels that this saving of two years’ 
time constitutional 
‘constitutes the emergency that he 
feels justifies an extra session. 

The amendment necessary to pro- 
vide a state vital statistics system 
| would be to section 6, article’ 7, re- 
lating to the taxing powers of coun- 
would merelv. add at the 
end of the section, after the clause, 
“and to provide for necessary sani- 
tation,”’ the words, ‘“‘and for obtain- 
g and preserving vital statistics.” 
The public health work of any 
Istate can be entirely successful only 
| when an efficient and accurate rec- 
ord of the births and deaths in that 
State is maintained, as this is the 
‘foundation upon which all health 
‘work is erected. It the book- 
keeping of life for the state. No 
business house can function without 
an accurate and dependable account- 
ing System. Neither can a state 
' board of health properly function 
without proper vital statistics. They 
‘show where the money spent for 
‘public health is reaping its right re- 
‘ward. They tell of the advances 
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‘made in the fight against communi- 
able diseases, against preventable 
| diseases, infant mortality, ete. 

Another important phase is that 
.of its national relatiofiship. A fed- 
| eral law provides for the collection 
and publication of yey con- 
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cerning the number of births and 
deaths for states which collect the 
data adequately. States having good 
registration laws constitute the reg- 
istration area. This area today com- 
prises 41 states. The public health 
work of the government—the con- 
servation of man power—is one of 
the most important of its activities. 
It is most important, therefore, that 
all the states cooperate to this end 
which is so intimately related to the 
growth of population, the detection 
of disease, the federal aid in public 
health work, etc. 

Georgia at present is without a 
vital statistics system, the old sys- 
item having been destroyed by su- 
preme court litigation pointing out 
legal defects which the legislature 
i thus far has failed to correct. 


| It is serious, and we feel sure, 
when the people understand its 
emergency, involving nothing fur- 
ther than the granting of constitu- 
tional authority, the sentiment will 
Strongly favor curing this defect at 
the extra session. It should be dis- 
posed of in an hour’s time.

This is the season for the “good 
resolutions,” and also for the annual 
jokes concerning them. Whenever 


anything becomes a popular joke we 
may be sure that something is either 
wrong with the thing itself, or with 
our approach to it. I think what 
is wrong with the “good-resolutions” 
business is that it is usually nega- 
tive. They consist so largely of 
“swearing off.” 

. The very mood in which _ these 
“swearing off” resolutions are made, 
is temporary. It is the “next morn- 
ing” experience. Some exraggeraicd 
self-indulgence leaves its. after-taste 
of bitterness. Or one sees himself, 
perhaps, as others saw him, in some 
unenyiable expression of life, where 
he appeared to great disadvantage. 
Often that better self is aroused and, 
looking down upon the lower self, 
feels a sense of revulsion. But these 
moods are passing moods. The “dark 
brown taste’ soon passes, The self- 


disgust is forgotten. And one’s self- 
respect returns, with a sobered ego- 
tism. The little: devil that was cast 
out, comes back with his whole family, 
and they all laugh at that passing 
period of reformation. 

The whole business of swearing off 
from a false conception of character. 
It is the idea that a good man is one 
who doesn't do this, and doesn’t do 
that. It is the “too good” idea; too 
good to do this; and too good to do 
that. If we confess our real opinion 
about him he is too good for any use 
in life. Very few people like to be 
called good, because of this suppress- 
ed and narrowed concetion of charac- 
ter, which has become identified with 
the word. 

Character Bullding. 

Character building is a positive, 
constructive process. The latent fae- 
ulties and forces of a personality can

lenge to action. It is the resolve to 
do, or to be, that will summon the 
full powers of the personality to ex- 
pression. It, is impossible to feel any 
joy of battle, or any thrill of enthusi- 
asm, in mere restraint, or limitation, 
of life. The must be a goal to he 


reached, a prize to be won, a heigt 
to be attained, which cals for all 
that is within, before the whole per- 
sonality can be enlisted. 

Yet there must be something more 
than the resolve to be a good man. 
No painte: sits down resolved to paint 
a beautifrl picture. Beauty assumes 


some definite form, which he strives 
to translate into color and porportion. 
Nor does the composer simply try 
to make music. His melody or sym- 
phony plays itself through his spirit, 
and it is this which he strives to ex- 
press in tone. So one must have some 
rather clear idea of that which he 
desires to accomplish in life, or to be 
in life. 

When we come to think of it, char- 
acter always expresses itself in terms 
of human relations. When we strive 
to appraise a man’s personality, we 
ask what sort of son, husband, neigh- 
hor, employer, or citizen, he is. Thken 
as he fulfills, or fails to fulfill, these 
relationship, we apply the adjective 
“vood” or “bad.” of us have 
pretty definite and positive ideas of 
a good husband, or a good neighbor, 
or a good citizen. Thinking in terms 
of these relations, too, each one of 
us instinctively knows that there is a 
far better man within us than has 
ever yet gotten expression in life. 

Why not this New. Year “swear- 
on,” instead of “swearing-off?” What 
about the habits, or the occasional 
lapses, which ought to have been left 
off? If a man determines to go north, 
he doesn’t have to determine not to 
zo south. One who, looking into the 
faces of wife and children, feels all 
that is deepest and holiest within his 
life summoned to a renewed loyalty of 
loving care, need not swear that he 
will not embitter the sweetness of 
that relationship, or soil its purity. 
He needs rather to determine within 
his own soul that he shall strive to 
be all that this ‘sacred relationsnip 
demands. 

But I have preached long. enough. 
Ilere is my deepest, and most loving 
wish, for my readers: a happy New 
Year—a kind of happimess which is 
born out of the daily effort to make a 
brighter and a_ better world | for 
others. 


St. Moritz: Capital of Winter Sports 


While winter vacationists in Amer- | 
ica are fleeing from snow and ice to 
Florida and Calitornia, Europe is 
making a general exodus to white- 
clad fairylands among the snows of 
the Alps, the Pyrenees and the Scan- 
dinavian peninsula. Heavy garments 
are being packed, and skiis, skates and 
toboggans are being made ready for 
the sports carnivals that begin this 
month. 


“St. Moritz, oldest and most famous 
of Europe's winter sports centers, is 
opening the season with a series of 
hockey matches. to be followed in Jan- 
uary by the European ski jumping 
championship,” says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C., headquarters | 
of the National Geographic Society. 

A Tiny Village in Summer. 

“One must Jook.closely on the map, 
of Switzerland to find St. Moritz. It 
is another of those places whose fame 
has far outdistanced its growtl in 
population. If your map is large 
enough, however, you will discover it 
in the eastern part of Switzerland, far | 
down near Bernina Pass. one of the 
gateways into Italy. Most of the 
year it is-a quiet little village of few- 
er than 3,000 persons. Its altitude, 
more than a mile above sea level, helps 
to make its climate severe. Frosts in 
summer are not known. In fact, the! 
natives have a couplet describing the} 
climate of St. Moritz as, ‘hine months 
of winter and three months of cold. 

“Low temperatures, of course, do 
not interefere with winter sports, nor 
are they ever so extreme 48 to drive 
away those seeking ‘air cures. Min- 
eral springs have given Sf. Moritz 
more or less of a year-round vogue as 
a health resort, but its uniform wWin- 
ter weather, with dry, eold; bright 
days and almost no thaws, has at- 
tracted to its rinks and sled runs 
champions avd enthusiasts ef winter 
sports from all over the world. In 
winter its population is more than 
doubled, while the neighboring villages 
of Celerina, Campfer and Pontresina 
benefit by the overflow. 

Protected From Winds. 

“St Moritz Dorf, or village, 
in a sunny, well-sheltered nook on the 
north bank of St. Moritz lake, a wid- 
ening of the River Inn. © The moun- 
tains protect it from severe winds. 
With the adjacent village of St. Mo- 
ritz Bad, or Bath, St. Moritz forms 
the largest community in the upper 
Engadine district.

Washington, January 2.—(Special 
Correspondent.)—-Congress met on De- 
cember 7, remained in session 15 days 
until December 22, adjourned for 13 
days’ recess, and will meet again on 
Monday. 

The length of the session that re- 
sumes on Monday is indeterminate. 
Almost certainly it will last until 
June. It-may last until September. 

The wishes of most of the persons 
concerned are for a comparatively 
short session, to end as early as June; 
though some events point toward a 
longer one. President Coolidge pre- 
fers the shorter the better—he never 
cares to have-congress around. Cool- 
idge, however, has little control over 
the length of the session, or any other 
aspect of this congress. The separa- 
tion between president and congress 
has rarely been so complete at times 
when both are of the same party as 
now. 

Most of the members of the lower 
house prefer. an early adjournment be- 
cause they are up for reelection in the 
primaries and elections which occur in 
every district of the country, begin- 
ning in some states as early as March, 
and lasting until November. The 
same consideration, the wish to be at 
home for their personal campaigns, 
influences 33 of the 96 senators to- 
ward early adjournment. 

The Change in the Rules. 

Of all that congress has done so 
far the one action that will have most 
deep-reaching influences on its course 
duri~z the coming weeks is the change 
made in the rules of the lower house. 
The change, which is in the direction 
of giving more power to the leaders 
and to the majority party, is impor- 
tant, partly because of the working 
of the new rule itself a | 
cause of a new atmosphere which is 
at once a cause and result of the 
new rule. 

The new rule coneerns the power of 
a minority of congress to get action 
on a bill when such action is not de 
sired by the majoritv party and its 
leaders. ‘Tio say it the other way 
round, it concerns the power of the 
majority party and its leaders to say 
what shall and what shall not be dis- 
cussed and voted on by congress. It 
affects the power of the majority party 
and its leaders to keep “in commit- 
tee’ (that ‘is, off the floor) any pro- 
posed bills or subjects of legislation 
which they do not want discussed. 

Under the old rule 150 members 
could demand by petition that any 
question be brought up for debate or 
decision. Inasmuch as there are 435 
members, this old rule gave a rela- 
tively small minority the right and 
the opportunity to get measures want- 
ed by them out of the committee 
rooms, out of the control of the lead- 
ers, and onto the floor of the house 
and into the public eye. So long as 
the rule was 150, the democrats, as 
a minority party, had the opportunity 
to get action on their measures, There 
were and are more than 150 demo- 


| reasonable reduction of the tariff. 


crats. (Nearly always there are more 

'than 150 members of whatever party 
is in the minority.) The old rule gave 
ihe minority party some opportunity to 
get action on its proposals. ‘he mere 
existence of the rule giving this power 
to a minority was enough to act_as 
a check on the majority party. The 
rule was invoked only once during 
the last session. Because the rule 
was there the majority party, to some 
extent, watched its step. 

The change made in December con- 
sisted. of raising the necessary num- 

© ~ sé Pe 
ber of petitioners from 150 to “a ma 
jority.” That was, truly, all the 
change in the world. Only a majority 
can now get a bill out of committee. 
Of course, the majority party 1s al- 
ways the “majority.” The minority 
party—in this session the democrats 
—cannot by any means overcome the 
determination of the republicans not 
to consider any specifie legislation, 
Control over the program of legisla- 
tion. over what shall be debated and 
voted on, is now lodged completely in 
the majority party. There is no check 
on them. (Except the check of public 
opinion such as would move them of 
their own accord to take up any given 
subject.) So far as the majority party 
follows its leaders, control is - lodged 
in the leaders.’ 

The rule is important in itself. It 
‘g also important in the spirit that 
goes with it. ‘There is greater 50- 
lidarity among the republicans, great: 
er party discipline, greater submis- 
sion to leadership. 

With this goes certain virtues. The 
majority party, having this increased 
solidarity and discipline, was enabled 
to introduce and pass a tax bill in a 
time so short that there is no parallel 
for it. The lower house, in its 15 
davs of work, finished as much legis- 


lation as has often in previous Con | 


gresses dragged along for months. 
The lower house under its more com- 
pact leadership has passed the tax bill 
and has passed three important ap- 
propriation meaures, the treasury, the 
postoffice and the deficiency. 

The Tariff. 

The other side of this increase of 
power in the hands of the majority is 
illustrated by the inability of the 
democrats to get any kind of tariff 
measure before the house. The demo- 
erats never have bad any hope or ex- 
pectation of actually making a change 
in the tariff in this present session. 
It has been their hope, however, to get 
the public interested in the tariff by 
‘introducing individual items of the 
tariff, and resolutions bearing on the 
tariff. by getting them on the floor 
for debate and by compelling the re- 
publicans to go on record. Under the 
new rule, however, tariff measures 
will be kept safely in committee. The 
republican leaders do not want the 
tariff or any item of it debated or 


voted on, and by the change in rules 
they ean prevent it. The democrats 
recognize this, admit it, and complain 
of it. During the first week of the 
cession Congressman Cordell Hull, of 
Tennessee, introduced a measure for 


few days later the official democratic 
leader, Congressman Finis Garrett, 
of Tennessee, made a spesch in which 
he admitted and complained that un- 
der the new rule his party could not 
get this tariff reduction measure out 
of ccmmittee nor get a roll call on it. 

Of course the new rule does not pre- 
yent the democrats from talking about 
the tariff. There is abundant oppor- 
tunity for them to make speeches 
about it. But a mere isolated speech 
on the tariff does not reach the coun- 
try as would a speech made with the 
tariff as a question about to be voted 
on. The net of it is probably no

The World Court. 

The senate has made a beginning, 
and a beginning only, of debating the 
world court. From what is observed, 
both in the public debate and in the 
private discussions of members, some 
inferences can be drawn. These infers’ 
ences on the whole bear off and even 
increase the early assumption that the 
world court will be adopted—that con- 
siderably more than the necessary two- 
thirds of the Seygpte will vote in favor 
of it. This remains-the more depend- 
able prediction. Indeed, one may say

The Tax Bill. 

The tax bill, having passed the 
house (in the record time of 11 days) 
is now before the senate. More accu- 
rately, it is in the hands of the sen- 
ate committee on finance. That com- 


mittee will begia to consider it next 
Monday, January 4, and will continue 
considering it until about January 12. 
Within a few days of January 12 the 
tax bill should emerge on the floor 
of the senate. | 


The senate finance committeé, in 
dealing with the tax bill, will sit.

If the 
state had a system of paved roads, 
these vehicles would last at ‘east 20 
per cent longer. This would mean 
that a state road system would save 
annually, in joes bills and depre- 
ciation $150, ,000, or $50,000,000 
more than the total cost of the state 
road system. This would be the rc- 
tual results of the paved roads, in just 
one way. 

Mr. Finn spoke on the feature of 
short road building projects. These 
projects are all right if they are built 
on trunk line routes, and form part 
of the total paving that will be put 
down later on, he continued. They 
will get the government.-sarction un- 
der these conditions. He wanted t» 
see Laurens take her part of the pav- 
ing for trunk lines and get it done.

| Resolutions adopted by the Cotton 
Manufacturers’ association, of North 
Carolina, condemn the present sys- 


tem of crop forecasts, and then pro- 
ceed logically and sensibly to detail 
recommendations to congress as to 
what should be done te substitute a 
practical and beneficial schedule of 
accurate reports for the present semi- 
monthly reports, according to The 
Cotton Trade Journal, published at 
New Orleans. 

The salient points, as pointed out 
by Will Branan, editor of The Cotton 
Trade Journal, are that there should 
be no bale estimates until November 


1, based on October 25, and then a 
final 


10, with acreage and condition re- 
ported on seven preceding dates, and 
ginning reports as at present. 

Had the resolution included a ‘call 
for the estimates of consumption, 
they would be complete, according to 
The Cotton Trade Journal editor. 

“It is such work as this that gives 
members of congress a clear idea of 
what they are about,” says Editor 
Branan, of The Cotton Trade Jour- 
nal. “It is to be hored that the other 
organizations in the industry will 
adopt this example and follow denun- 
ciations with recommendations.”

Utility Holding Company 
Is Explained by Doherty 


Henry L. Doherty company, Hurt 
building, Atlanta, last week issued 
the following statement : 

“It is interesting to note how the 
grouping of a number of public utility 
operating companies in various parts 
of the country into one diversified or- 
ganization, through the means of a 
holding company, gives an added meas- 
ure of stability to the organization as 
a whole in addition to that enjoyed 
by the individual operating companies. 
This added stability is largely based 
on the sound and _ well-established 
principle of diversity of interests. 

“Financing and operating, as it 
does, many different. companies lo- 
cated in widely separated communi- 
ties, the holding company ‘averages’ 
what little risk there may be (through 
local catastrophes, etc.) to the public 
utility business. For instance, should 
a tornado, earthquake, or a great fire 
demolish any given community, it 
would naturally have a serious effect 
on the assets and earnings of the local 
public utility company. The stock- 
holders of this local company would 
justly have cause for concern. Were 
this company a subsidiary of a public 
utility holding company, however, the 
dividends ‘and asset protection en- 
joyed by the stockholders of the latter 
would in all probability not be af- 
fected. The other subsidiaries of the 
holding company would keep right on 
earning more than sufficient to pay 
dividends to the holding company’s 
stockholders and the misfortune of the 
single unit in the organization would 
cut a relatively inSignificant picture 
in the over-all picture. 

Centralized Operation. 

“Thus the holding company’s diver- 
sity of interest means infinitely more 
to the investor than any diversity he 
might secure through his own selection 
of securities of individual public util- 
ity operating companies. . 

“The benefits which accrue to the 
subsidiaries of the holding company 
and through them to the holding com- 
pany itself, come from the manifold 
advantages of centralized operation. | 

“Most. holding companies maintain 
a very competent corps of mechanical 
and construction engineers, draftsmen 
and builders, with other divisions for 
the purchase and distribution of ma- 
terials, equipment and supplies. 

“They employ auditors and ac- 
countants, who do all of the clerical 
work in connection with costs and the 
operation of subsidiary properties. 

Large Legal Forces. 

“They have large legal departments, 
which supervise the drawing up 0 
contracts and deeds that have to do 
with purchase of supplies for opera- 
tion, and physical property for growth 
and extension, and which pass upon 
egal details in connection with the 
issuance and sale of securities. 

“They have departments that deter- 
mine and prepare costs for rate-mak- 
ing purposes and that justify and de- 
fend their decisions when these are 
cuestioned. 


“Finally, there is the financial and 
securities department, whose duty it 
is to provide the capital necessary for 
the operating subsidiaries, by sales of 
shares. to bankers, providing these 
bankers and the public with all the 
necessary details of earnings and other 
statistics. 

“It is obvious at. once that all of 
these duties would have to be per- 
formed by each small operating com- 
pany if it were doing business as a | 
separate unit. It is obvious, too, that 
such ai dissemination of overhead 
would—viewing the situation generally 
—keep costs high and the standard of 
technical skill employed low. 


False Moves Costly. 


“When highly technical questions 
regarding installation of units to 
handle a given power or lighting load 
present themselves for solution, a 
false move is costly. Practical ex- 
perience has proved that holding com- 
panies can provide in their staff a high 
degree of technical skill at a low cost 
to the operating company. 

“Further, the holding company can 
usually purchase materials, equipment 
and supplies more wisely and on more 
advantageous terms than the small 
independent company.

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Nagging As a \ irtue i i fe DORIS BLAKE 


HEN is a nagging wife not a 
handicap? When she goads 
her husband into wearing his 
‘“heavies,” his rubbers, into 
seeing a doctor when he first 
starts to cough and bark 

around the house. 


The nagging wife as a vaudeville 
wheeze handle, or the irritant in a 
movie drammer is due for an early de- 
mise. At last, she is being recognized 
officially as a help instead of a hin- 
drance to the doughty male whose nest 
she shares. The new value set on nag- 


ging may take the prop from under. 


certain ‘misunderstood’ married men. 
They will have to get up a new alibi 
for their adventures. 

For the nagging wife was recently 
lifted from her lowly reputation into a 
life saver by Dr. Eugene Lyman Fisk, 
of New York in a recent debate on 
marriage at the Young Men’s club of 
the Broadway Tabernacle. 

Dr. Fisk told the assembled gath- 
ering that many men have been nag- 
ged out of their indolence and sloth 
into action by their wives. 

“I wish to speak a good word for 
the nagging women,” said Dr. Fisk. 
“I do not mean the woman who nags 
her husband for more expensive 
clothes or luxuries, but rather the 
woman who reminds him to put on 
his rubbers or change to: his winter 
flannels or winter overcoat, or who 
gets him to the doctor when the darn 
fool would otherwise go around cough- 
ing his head off in. the early stages of 
pneumonia. 

“Many men have been nagged out 
of their indelence and sloth into ac- 
tion, giving scope to their latent 
power for achievement. I think it 
may be safely said the majority of 
men who attain any distinction in so- 
ciety give credit to their wives for the 
inspiration, the understanding and the 
stimulation that have carried them for- 
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ward. The idea that men ahd women 
can not move forward to any great dis- 
tinction in a career because of the 
trammels of married life is utter non- 
sense. Take Pasteur; for example. 
If it had not been for the watchfulness 
of Mme. Pasteur he would have starv- 
ed to death, probably, in his labora- 
tory. 


VIDENCE of the nagging wom- 
an’s influence is further disclosed 
in the large number of married men 


who seek periodic health examination 


solely because their wives have nag- 
ged them into it. This is a factor in 
the lower death rate among married 
men as compared to bachelors. The 
old lie that married life’is not really 
longer, but only seems that way, Dr. 
Fisk nails by. these cold-blooded sta- 
tistics. 

‘It is true,’ he continues, “‘that old 
maids seem to have an advantage ina 
lowered death rate at the earlier ages, 
but during most of the active period of 
life the advantage of the married sister 
is greater, notwithstanding the sup- 


posed special hazards women bear in 
married life.” 


The difference in mortality between 
single and married women, Dr. Fisk 
reports, is not so great as between 
married men and single men. An ex- 
planation is not offered by the well 
known doctor. Is it that single women 
lead more normal lives than the 
bachelor? They’re not given to the 
dissipations and amorous adventures 
of the latter. We'd hazard that as the 
guess. More single women live at 
home or are attached by some family 
tie to which, in a manner of speaking, 
they are responsible. Consequently 
their lives must necessarily be regulat- 
ed to rules more consistent with health 
and longevity. | 


Anyway, the bachelor’s mortality at 
middle life, according to Dr. Fisk, is 
almost double that of the married man. 
Some of this heavy extra death rate, 
he contends, must be ascribed to. the 
fact that the bachelor class, in a sense, 
is made up of left-overs—men who 
have been sorted over by the feminine 
portion of the population and discard- 
ed—or else they are such poor spirited 
failures they never had the courage to 
seek marriage. 


. For the ease of the bachelor mind, 
happily, Dr. Fisk allows there is a 
sprinkling of healthy and vital men 
whose emotionis have been sublimated 
in some absorbing career.

} sing and parrots talk. Every- 
body has seen birds tug -fat 
worms from the rain-soaked 

| earth. But how many ever 
saw a bird’s tongue or realized what 
a tremendously important part this 
portion of their anatomy plays in the 
lives of these creatures? 

With the aid of its dissecting instru- 
ments and its powerful mi- 
‘croscopes science has been 
makin gy an exhaustive 
study of birds’ tongues and 
it is amazed to discover 
what efficient instruments 
‘they are-— how widely “ 
they vary in different kinds f 
of birds and how nicely fo 
each type of tongue is Lt 
‘adapted to the needs of ry 
the particular species of 
birds in which it is found. 

Canaries would be un- 
able to sing, parrots to 
talk, crows to devour in- 
sects and vultures to kill 
tlieir prey as they do if they lacked 
the peculiar tongues with which nature 
has provided them. Science has dis- 
covered that it is their tongues as much 
as their beaks, claws and wings that 
make birds the wonderful creatures 
they are. 

The claws of birds are adapted to 
grasp things and beaks to use mostly 
as a pair of shears. It is the tongue 
that shows the most. extraordinary 
Variations in adaptive modifications, 
almost putting the feathered tribe on 
par with man. | 

Thousands of bird tongues have 
been collected by the National Mu- 
seum at Washington.. The marvelous 
things that different birds can do with 
tlieir tongues have been studied and 
classified by Dr. Leon J. Gardner, ot 
the United States Army Medical corps, 

- and Dr, F. A. Lucas, of the American

In the bird tongue, more than in 
any other portion of bird anatomy, ts 
shown the processes of evolution by 
which the feathered tribe has scored 
tremendous advances over its primi- 
tive ancestors, The latter started out 
with teeth, but their descendants found 
+ practical to dispense with teeth and 
use their beaks instead. 

lhe tongue is most intimately fe- 
lated to the bird’s most important 
problem, that of obtaining tood. For 
this function it must serve as a probe 
or spear for woodpeckers and 
hatches, a Sieve for ducks, a capillary 
tube for sunbirds and hummers, a rasp 
for birds of prey, a barbed organ for 
penguins, a finger for parrots and

long billed birds and as a brush for 
ether species.

frogs and shallow salt water for crabs, 
especially soft crabs. -The boat-billed 
night heron has the same form of 
tongue but it looks as if. it had been 
cut in two, being short in comparison 
with that of the great blue heron. The 
storks and tbhises may be said to have 
no tongues at all. At least they are 
only rudimentary tongues, almost 
formless structures. 


The brants have tongues for ter- 
ing purposes, with strong, backwardly 
turned spines for holding prey and 
swillowing, while the mergansers have 
lcng and slender tongues with a row 
or two of hairs instead of spines. The 
swans, large and powerful birds, have 
tongues equally strong for tearing. 
The spines in their case are so stout 
ind sharp as to be almost teeth. 

Ducks, geese and swans have such 

similarity of tongues that they are 
piaced in one family, the Anatidae. 
lhe modifications are all based on a 
tvpe pattern best seen in the robin. 
All of their tongues are covered with 
hair-like processes and in some these 
are solidified to form tooth-like spines. 
On account of this a dissimilarity of 
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relationship, Nor has a sintilar diet 
by other birds resulted in similar 


honveues. 


Birds of prey, such as hawks, owls, 
cagles and vultures, have heavy, rasp- 
ing tongues. The vultures and buz- 
zards have tongues that are deeply 
curled and trough shaped, with -up- 
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curled margins, heavily armed with 
rasping spines. They not only tear 
their prey to pieces, but gulp in the 
blood, using the tongue like a soup 
spoon. Owls, which are not related 
to hawks, have a similar type of 
tongue with powerful mucus glands. 

Strange as it may seem, owls are 
near relatives of the humming bird. 
The latter might almost be termed a 
“small owl. This and other groups of 
‘birds afford many examples of con- 
_vergent evolution, in which species 
have been produced which are adapted 
‘to the same mode of life, but which 
bear no anatomical relationship with 
each other. Although the tongue may 
‘be similar in appearance and use, this 
ergan can’seldom be regarded as evi- 
dence of relationship, owing to the 
diversity of anatomy. 

The tongue of the rail bird is gut- 
ter shaped. This bird runs along in 
wagon track ruts.and ditches, scooping 
up smadl conches, etc. Hence the 
shape of its tongue, which ts long, 
Slender and with upturned edges. 
Spines not being essential, they are 
niinute and inconspicuous.

This is quite different from the 
tongues of other species which suck 
the nectar from flowers. Their muscu- 
lar tubes ate formed by the splitting 
and curling of the body of the tongue 
iiself. The tongue of the hummer is 
very elastic and capable of consider- 
able extension beyond the bill. 

“The tongue of humming birds,” 
says Dr. Lucas, “like that of certain 
woodpeckers, is extremely long, but 
there is little or no similarity between 
The reason for. this is quite 
evident. The tongue of the wood- 
pecker is a barbed spear, which to be 
effective needs to be more or less 
rigid. The tongue of the hummer ts 
used to entrap, not to impale, insects 
and for extracting nectar from flow- 
ers, and hence has no need to be stiff. 
The base is formed of* soft, fatty fi- 
brous envelope, which, when the 
iongue is protruding, stretches like a 
spiral spring and contracts as it ts 
withdrawn. As the tongue is extend- 
ed, the litthe bones are pressed for- 
ward into a fibrous sheath, the bones 
only separating when the tongue is 
convulsively retracted, as in the act of 
grasping.” 

The tubes donot seem to be used 
neciar into the throat. It is 
probable that when filled, the hummer 
elevates its bill as do other birds after 
filling the mouth with water, and lets 
the liguid ooze down the throat. The 
tongue is covered with a viscous se- 
crétion from the glands. When ex- 
tended, aire trapped in the 
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sticky substance on the outside of the 
tongue. Saliva carries them ddéwa the 
throat.

How to Overcome Stiffness. “{ 

So-called stiffness is of two kinds. 
People are often referred to as “stiff” 
because their muscles are tense. 

Have you ever driven an automo- 
bile? If so, you remember that when 
you first learned to shift gears you 
would stiffen up, your muscles would 
become taut, and you could almost 
feel yourself in nervous tension. It 
is the same with dancers when they 
first start out to dance. 

Because the beginner is not yet sure 
of himself, his muscles stiffen up. By, 
practice, this stiffness will passeaway 
and when the dancer knows the steps, 
ease and grace will come. 

The second kind of stiffness is the 
result of inexperience. The person 
who does not know the steps and has 
not trained the muscles of his feet to 
dance with ease can not be anything 
but ‘‘stitf.’’ The muscles of a person’s 
body are stiff until they are loosened 
up by the proper training. ‘The ballet 
dancer, even the one who dances as 
lightly as a fairy, is stiff when she af 
tempts ballroom dancing if she is ngt 
thoroughly familiar with the newest 
ballroom steps. Lach step brings to 
play different muscles. Remenaber 
again, that, to become rid of stiffness, 
one has but to learn to dance the-steps, 
ind when proficient, ease will take the 
place of rigidness, 

The Best Exercise. 

Dancing is one of the best means 
of exercising that we have because it 
IS pleasant and at the same time bene- 
ficial, One who dances well is bound 
to show it in walking and every ges- 
ture. 

Through dancing you’ can lose 
many bad habits. You can rid your- 
self of self-consciousness, timidity and 
awkwardness and gain poise, ease of 
manner and an assurance which you 
have never expertenced before. When 
you become a good dancer you are re- 
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lieved of all nervous tension, You no 
longer think of your hands and ape 
pearance when talking to people in 
higher positions, You wake up with 
a feeling that you can meet the bigs

As the 
almost exclusive interpreter of “‘pur- 
pose plays’—that is, plays which have 
to do with high moral issues—he ts 
very intolerant of the snickers which 
sometimes greet his performance. Of 
course, those who snicker are always 
thoughtless smart alecks who are not 
interested in the hetter things of life, 
as portrayed by Mr. Bennett, but the 
latter seldom fails to let them know 
just what he thinks of them. 

In “Damaged Goods” he stopped his 
performance and, lit into certain tit- 
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When the show reached Chicago and 


met with similar disrespect, Mr. Bene 
nett lit into them again. 

Now, all that is very noble, as ff 
shows that the actor believes the mes- 
sare he has commitied to memory and 
insists on the audience taking it seri- 
ously. But, after all, audiences pay to* 
get into theaters and they don’t like to 


be denounced by the actor. So man- 


agers have always regarded this eccen- 
tricity of Mr. Bennett’s with great ap- 
prehension. Nevertheless, he has cone 
tinued to thrash his audiences whens 
ever he felt.that their inattention was 
hurting his performance. 

In common with many other the- 
atrical stars, Mr. Bennett’s. peculiar 
temperament requires that the audience 
concentrate entirely on his performs 
ance. There is a story of a young and 
frightened actress who was making her 
first appearance in the company of the 
celebrated Rose Stahl. In the act of 
Pp a huge staircase with Miss 

Stalil leaning on her arm, the young 
actress felt her underskirt slip and bes 
come entangled with her knees. Knows 
ing that at the next step the garment 
would fall in full view of the audience, 
the young actress clutched Miss Stahl 
and whispered in panic: 

“My underskirt’s slipping. 
shall I do?” 

And Miss Stahl, with a sudden, vise- 
like grip at the girl’s arm, looked 
straight at the audience and snapped 
through clenched teeth: 

“Don’t worry. Nobody will be look 
ing at YOU!” 

Similarly, many actors resent any 
undue notice beng shown to the supe 
porting members of their cast and often 
take steps to prevent it.

Although Judge Melntyre, before 
whom Dorothy Perkins was tried, intt- 
smated that a verdict of murder in the

trict Attorney McDonald, also declared 
in his closing argument that a verdict 
for a lesser degree would satisty the 
ends of justice, several jurors were re- 
ported to have held out for some time? tor 
the &xtreme’ penalty. 

Only one of the twelve, it was said, 
even suggested an acquittal, and he was 
quickly brought to a different way of 
thinking by the others.

VII. “His Government and Peace.”’ 


LL real prog- 
A ress toward 
peace is in line 
with the teachings 
of the Nazarene 
and this progress 
hastens the coming 
of governments 
that shall endure. 

With the con- 
clusion of the 
World war our na- 
tion confronts such an opportunity as 
never came t# any other nation— 
such an oppostunity as never came to 

our nation before. We were the only 
great nation that sought no selfish ad- 

vantage and had no old scores to set- 
tle, no spirit of revenge to gratify. 
Our contributions were made for 
the world’s benefit—to end war. and 
make self-government respected 
everywhere. We entered the conflict 
at the time when we‘could render the 
maximum of service with a minimum 
of sacrifice. At the peace conference 
we asked nothing for ourselves—no 
territorial additions, no indemnities, 
no reimbursements—yjust world peace, 
universal and perpetual. That was to 
he our recompense. 


It is not entirely the fault of other 
nations that they do not stand exactly 
in the same position that we do. In 
many respects their situations are dif- 
ferent from ours. Theave receiv- 
ed from the past an inheritance of race 
and ational hostility; they have their 
commercial ambitions; they have their 
military and. naval groups with anti- 
quated standards of honor, not to 
speak of those who, feeding on war 
contracis, feel that they have a vested 
interest in carnage. 

Besides these hindrances to peace 
they lack several advantages which 
we enjoy over any other nation of im- 
portance, viz., more complete infor- 
mation in regard to other people, a 
more general sympathy with other na- 
tions and a greater moral obligation to 
them. Our nation being made up of 
ihe best blood of the nations of Eu- 
rope, we learn to know the people at 
home through the representatives who 
come here. Because of our intimate 
connection with the foreign elements 
ef our country our sympathy goes out 
to “jl lands; and because we have re- 
ceived.from other nations as no other 
nation ever did, we are in duty bound 
to give as no 7 N nation has given. 

Gave World Peace Plan. 

E have given the world a peace 

plan that provides for the in- 
vestigation of all disputes betore a re- 
sort to arms—a plan that gives time 
for passions to subside and for rea- 
son to resume her sway. We have 
substituted the maxim: “Nothing ts 
final between friends,”’ for the old- 
fashioned’ diplomacy based on threats 
and ultimatums. We have turned from 
the blood-stained precedents of. the 
past and invoked a spirit of brother- 
hood tor the purpose of preventing 
wars. These treaties contain a pro- 
vision which, though seemingly very 
simple, is profoundly insignificant. 

Ip former times treaties ran for a 
certain number of years and then 
lapsed unless renewed. The thirty 
lreaties negotiated by our nation in 
1913 and 1914 with three-quarters 
of the world, providing for investiga- 
tion of all disputes before hostilities 
can begin, run tor five years and then, 
stead of lapsing, coniinue until one 
vear afler one of the parties to the 
treaty has tormally demanded its 
termination. Note the difference: the 
old treaties gave the presumption to 
Wit—iie mew treaties give the pre- 
sumption to peace. As our constitu- 
tron requires a two-thirds vote for rat- 
iication of a treaty, a minority of the 
senate (as few as one-third plus one) 
could prevent the renewal of a treaty; 
under the new plan the treaty con- 


tinues indefinitely until a majority de- 
nounce it. 

But while we have made a splen- 
did beginning as the leader of the 
peace movement in the world much 
remains to be done. Our nation should 
lead in the crusade for disarmament; 
no other nation is so well qualified for. 
leadership in this movement so neces- 
sary for civilization. The destre for 
peace, intensified by the agonies of an 
unprecedented war, ought to be suf- 
ficient to bring about disarmament; it 
should be unnecessary to invoke finan- 
cial reasons. But national debts have 
increased so enormously as to have be- 
come unbearable and the world must 
disarm or face universal bankruptcy. 
The reaction against militarism is more 
advanced, but the reaction against 
navalism is just as sure to come—one 
can not survive without the support 
of the other. Rivalry in the building 
of battleships will not long be tolerat- 
ed after rivalry in land forces has been 
thandoned. 


Should Champion Peace. 


The United States should be the 
champion of the Christian method of 
preserving peace—and the world Is 
ready for it. The devil never won a 
greater victory than when he _ per- 
suaded statesmen to make the absurd 
experiment of trying to prevent war 
inv getting ready for it. 

John Bright, Quaker statesman of 
Great Britain, pointed out the fallacy 
of this policy. He called it, “Worship- 
ping the scimitar’’ and predicted that 
it would invite war instead of prevent- 
ing it. But the din of the munition 
factories drowned the voice of protest 
and the civilized world—yes, the 
Christian world—went into a prepar- 
ed war, each nation protesting that it 
was drawn into the conflict against its 
will. 

Permanent peace can not rest upon 
terrorism; friendship alone can in- 
spire peace, and friendship has _ no 


swagger in its gait; it does not flour- 


ish a sword. Our nation has invited 
the world to a conference to consider 
the limitation of armaments; if dis- 
armament by agreement fails we 
should enier upon a systematic policy 
of reductign ourselves and by so do- 
ing arouse the Christians, the’ friends 
of humanity and the toilers of the 
world to the criminal folly of the brute 
method of dealing with this question. 


Favors World Tribunal. 


We should also join the world in 
creating a tribunal before which every 
complaint of international injustice 
can be heard. If reason is to be sub- 
stituted tor force the forum instituted 
for the consideration of these ques- 
tions must have authority to hear all 
issues between nations, in order that 
public opinion, based upon informa- 
tion, may compel such action as may 
be necessary to remove discord. 

It does not lessen the value of such 
a tribunal to withhold from it the 
power to enforce its findings by the 
weapons of warfare. In the case-ot 
our own nation, we have no consii- 
tutional right to transfer to another 
nation authority to declare war for us, 
or to inpair our treedom of caction 
awhen the time for action arrives. 

Then, too, the judgment that rests 
upon its merits alone, and is not en- 
forceable by war, is more apt to be tair 
than one that can be executed by 
those who render it. A’ persuasive 
plea appeals to the reasen; a com- 
mand is usually uttered in an entire! 
ditferent spirit. 

Phere is another ditierence between 
1 recommendation and a decree; if the 
European nations:could call our army 
ind navy into their service at any tim 
the, might vield to the temptation ‘to 
use Our resources to advance their am- 
bitions, As the man who Carries a re- 
volver is more hkely than an unarm- 
ed man to be drawn into a fight, so 
the kuropean nations would be more 


apt to engage in selfish quarrels if 


they carried the fighting power of the 
United States in their hip pocket. For 
their own good, as well as for our pro- 
tection and for the Saving of Civiliza- 
tion, it is well to require a clear and 
complete statement of the reasons for 
the war and of the ends that the bel- 
ligerents have in view, before we 
mingle our blood with theirs upon the 
battlefield. 


In Ideal Position. 

Our nation ts tn an ideal position; 
it has financial power and moral pres- 
tige; it has disinterestedness of pur- 
pose and far-reaching sympathy. 
When to these qualifications for lead- 
ership independence of action is added 
we can render the maximum of serv- 
ice to the world. 

It matters not what name Is given 
to the cooperative body; it may be a 
League of Nations or an Association 
of Nations or anything else. The 
name is a mere form; the tribunal 
Should be the greatest that has ever 
assembled. Our delegates should be 
chosen by the people directly, as our 
senators, Our congressmen, our gov- 
ernors, and our legislators are, and as 
our president virtually is. Represen- 
tatives chosen to speak for the Amer- 
ican people on such momentous 
themes as will be discussed in that 
body should have their commissions 
signed by the sovereign voters them- 
selves. We can not afford to entrusi 
the selection of these delegates to the 
resident or to congress. The mem- 
bers of our delegation should not be 
discredited by any flavor of presiden- 
tial favoritism or by any taint of con- 
eressional log-rolling. 

Delegates selected by popular vote 
in districts would refiect the senti- 
ment of the entire country, and their 
power would be enhanced rather than 
decreased if they were compelled to 
seek endorsement of their views on 
vital questions at a referendum vote. 
Their authority to cast the nation’s 
vote for war ought to be subject to the 
approval of the people, expressed at 
the ballot box. Those who are to 
furnish the blood and take upon them- 
selves the burden of war debts ought 
io be consulted before the solemn 
duties and the sacrifices.of war are Te- 
quired of them. 


Teach World Democracy. 


Our nation can, by its example, 
teach the world the true meaning of 
that democracy which was to be made 
safe throughout the world. The es- 
sence of democracy is found in the 
right of the people to have what they 
want, and experience shows that the 
best way to find out what the people 
want is to ask them. There is more 
virtte in the people themselVes than 
can be found anywhere else; the faults 
of popular government result chiefly 
from the embezzlement of power by 
representatives of the people—the 
people themselves are not often at 
fault. But, suppose they make mis- 
takes occasionally; have they not a 
right to make their own mistakes? 
Who has a right to sake mistakes for 
them: 

The Savior not only furnished a so- 
lution for all of lite’s problems, indi- 
vidual and governmental, national and 
intérnational, but He also called His 
followers to the performance of the 
duties of citizenship: “‘Render unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar’s, 

and to God the things'that are God's,” 
was the answer that Christ made to 
those who were gquibbling about the 
claims of the government under which 
they lived. 

The citizen is a unit ot the com- 
munity in which he lives and a part 
of his government. Qur government 
derives its poet from the consent of 
the poverned;: what kind of a govern- 
ment would we have if all Christians 
were indifferent to its claints? No 
rule can be laid down for one citizen 
that does not apply to all; each citi- 
ven, therefore, should bear his share 
of the burden it he is to claim his sharg 


of the government protection. The 
teachings of Christ require that we 
should respect the rights of others as 
well as insist upon the recognition of 
our own rights. In fact, the recog- 
nition of the rights of others is a higher 
form of patriotism than mere insist- 
ence upon that which is due us and the 
spirit of brotherhood is calculated tgW 
create just such a community of fifer- 
est. Each will find hissectrity in the 
safety of all—the welfare of each be- 
ing the concern of the whole group. 


Must Understand Government. 


In a government like ours the 
Christian is compelled by car ae 
to avoid sins of omission as well ; 
sins of commission; he must not suty 
avoid the doing of evil, but he must 
not permit wrong- -doing by law if he 
can prevent it. In other words, the 
conscientious citizen must understand 
the principles of his government, the 
methods employed by his government 
and the policies that come before the 
rovernment for adoption or rejection. 
He is a partner in a very important 
business—a stockholder in the great- 
est of all corporations. df the goad 
people of the land do not do their duty 
as citizens they may be sure that bad 
people will use the power and instru- 
mentaliiies of government for their 


own advantage and for the injury of 
the many. 


An indifferent Christian? = It is im- 
possible. A Christian can not be in- 
different without betraying a sacred 
trust. And yet every bad law, and 
every bad condition that can be reme- 
died by a good law, proclAims an in- 
different citizenship or a citizenship 
lacking in virtue, for popular govern- 
ment is merely a reflection of the char- 
acter of its active citizenship. 

The charitable view to take of a na- 
tion’s failure to have the best fovern- 
ment, the best laws and the best ad- 
ministration possible, is not that the 
citizenship is lacking in virtue and 
good intent, but that it is lacking in 
information. It is the business of the 
good citizen, therefore, to encourage 


the spread of accurate informa iion—_ 
the dessemination of light—in order | 


that those who “love darkness rather 
than light because their deeds are evil” 
may not be able to work under covey, 


Have Faith In Truth. 


Having faith in the power of truth 
to win its way when understood, Chris- 
tians believe in publicity and are not 
afraid to call every evil before the 
bar of public judgment. Believing in 
the superhuman wisdom of Christ, as 
well as in the saving power of His 
blood, they are bold to apply His code 
of morals to every problem. His is a 
name that will increasingly arouse the 
hosts of righteousness to irresistible 
aitacks on the brutishness that endan- 
gers government, society and civiliza- 
tiONn. 

l am so confident that the Chris- 
tian citizenship. of this country will 
prove faithful to every trust and rise 
to the requirements of every emer- 
gency that I venture to repeat a fore- 
cast of Our nation’s future, made more 
than twenty years ago: 

I can conceive of a national destiny 
which meets the responsibilities of to- 
day and measures up to the possibili- 
ties of tomorrow. Behold a repub lic, 
resting securely upon the mountain of 
eternal truth—a republic applying in 
practice and proclaiming to the world 
the self-evident propositions that all 
men are created equal; that they are 
endowed with inalienable rights: that 
governments are instituted among men 
to Secure these rights; and that gov- 
ernments derive their just powers trom 
the consent of the governed.

natural precess. 

But divine power is as indispensable 
to growth and orderly progress as it 
is to creation. No fact is more clear- 
ly recognized in the inspired word than 
the gradualness of revelation. 


“First the blade, then the ear, then 
the full corn in the ear.” 

“If the first covenant had been 
faultless, there would have been no 
room for the second.” 

The difference between the .new 
and old, according to A. B. Davidson 
is that the same truth is at a lower 
stage of development in the old than 
in the new. 

Two mistakes are made in the treat- 


“ment of the Old Testament. 


The one is the mistake of leaving 
it without any authoritative truth. 
The other mistake makes it equally 
advanced with the New Testament. 

The latter mistake is the more tra- 
ditional one. 

To some minds it hardly stops short 
of sacrilege to intimate that there is 
not a nooniide of light breaking out 
of the Bible everywhere. ' 

But if the chosen people of the old 
covenant possessed the same fulness 
of revelation that we have, they were 
not simply cruel, but inhuman. The 
revelation that was made to immature 
men was adapted to their immaturity. 
Jesus declares that God allowed some 
things that were not absolutely good 
because of the hardness of the hearts 
of the people. St. Paul speaks of the 
beegarly element, of the oid worship 


and St. Peter calls it an intolerable 
yoke. 

There is growth in the Conception 
of God. 

The existence of God is assumed in 
the Scriptures as the primary thought 
and ineradicable conception of man. 

The modern controversy may take 
the form of whether there is one God 
or none. 

The ancient controyersy was 
whether there was one God or many. 

Furthermore it is assumed that God 
may be known. This knowledge is 
not the reward of man’s search, but 
God .reveals himself. 


God reveals himself through his 
names. In Hebrew thought names 
are not merely terms for distinction, 
but they are live things, full of sig- 
nificance. | 3 

As applied to men, they stand for 
moral qualities. . As applied to God, 
names mark distinct steps of progress 
in the revelation of God’s character. 

The first name of God js Elohim, 
signifying might and power. This 
name is found in Genesis 1:1. It 
teaches men reverence and awe. 

The second name of God is El- 
Shaddi, God Almighty, the God who 
is sufficient, the God who is enough. 
It teaches man_ dependence. |. This 
name is found in Genesis 17:1. It 
is used in the patriarchal age. 

The third name is Jehovah, signi- 
fying the eternal and unchangeable 
one. 

FHNHIS name was necessary when a 

hést of slaves had to be fash- 
ioned into a sacred people. It gives 
man a sense of union and fellowship 
with God. This name is found in 
Exodus 6:2-4.. It is first used in the 
Mosaic age. 

The fourth name is Jehovah-Sab- 
eth, Lord of Hosts. The experience 
of the exile helped to enlarge and ex- 
alt the whole conception of God. 

Jehovah could no longer be thought 
of as a mere national divinity. — The 
exiles saw that the domain of their 
God was not limited to Palestine. This 


name is found in Psalm 46:7. It 
teaches God’s care over all. 

The fifth name is Father, the name 
of Jesus for God. This name calls for 
filial trust and obedience. 

Progress in the conception of God 
is indicated by the names of God. 

Some writers have endeavored to 
prove that the earliest faith of Israel 
was not monotheism, but rather heno- 
theism, or the worship of one God, 
while supposing at the same time that 
there were national gods for the other 
nations. 

This appears to be the teaching of 
Micah 4:5. 

It is altogether probable that many 
of the Israelites at feast did not deny 
the existence of other gods, but their 
God was more powerful than the god 
of the Ammonites, and Baal of the 
Phoenicians. In the Hebrew concep- 
tion their God was continually mag- 
nified and the other gods weakened, 
until there was but one God and other 
gods were nothing. 

But whether the faith of Israel be- 
gan with the conception of one God, 
while the other nations had their gods, 
or the worship of one God who was 
the only God, the significant fact for 
us is the development in the idea of 
God, under the inspiration of the one 
God. ; 

We see this growth in the concep. 
tion of God in the difference between 
the God of Samuel who ordered in- 
fants to be slaughtered and the God 
of the Psalmist whose: tender mercies 
are over all his works; between the 
God of Genesis who walked in the 
garden in the cool of the dav, and the 
God of the New Testament whom no 
man hath seen, or can see; between 
the God of Leviticus who was so par- 
ticular about the sacrificial furniture 
and utensils, and the God of Acts who 
dwelleth not in temples made with 
hands; between the God of Exodus 
who is merciful only to those who 
love him and the God of Jesus Christ 
who is kind to the unthanktubkand evil. 

God is first worshiped for his might 
and power. All primitive people have 
detied physical strength. 

A great advance was made in the 


conception of God when the power of 
God became omnipotence as the God 
of might became God Almighty. 
Then comes in the order of devel- 
opment the realization that other di- 
vine attributes are necessary besides 
omnipotence. A plentitude of power 
may exist.along with fickleness and 
even cruelty. It is necessary to have 
some guarantee that the power of God 


‘shall be rightly directed. 


Misdirected power is worse than 
weakness. 

To Moses God is revealed as the 
unchangeable one who abides in faith- 
ful fellowship with his people. Israel 
may count on the faithfulness of Je- 


~hovah. 


While there is no ~explicit 
ment, yet in the revelation to Moses, 
the spirituality of God is’ virtually 
taught. The second commandment 
teaches the spirituality of God. 

In Isaiah 31:3, the same truth is 
indirectly stated, ‘“‘Now the Egyptians 
are men and not God; and their horses 
are flesh and not spirit.’’ 

A direct positive statement of the 
spirituality of God was never made 
until Jesus spoke with the Samaritan 
woman at the well. 
rANHE gradual disclosure of the mer- 

ciful character of God is one of 
the most obvious features of revela- 
tion. The purpose of the book of 
Jonah is to show that God’s mercy is 
so great that even a threat of dire 
calamities may be left unfulfilled on 
condition of repentence. The Lord re- 
buked Jonah when he fell into a pet 
about the withering of the gourd; 
“And should not I spare Nineveh that 
great city, wherein are more than six 
thousand persons that cannot discern 
between their right hand and their left 
hand; and also much cattle?” 


As to the mercifulness and limitless: 


compassion of God, Jonah is the high- 
water-mark of the Old Testament. 
The tatherhood of God in the Old 


Testament is a national fatherhood,- 


“Out of Egypt have I called my Son.”’ 
The climax of God’s revelation of 
himself is made in Jesus Christ who 
manifests the fatherhood of God. ~

HAVE YOU CHANGED TO HEAVY 
ARMOR? 
CORRESPONDENT asks 
what kind of underwear Is 
best. He has trouble keeping 


cially keeping his feet warm. 
He is about 30 (or maybe it 
is fifty) years old, 65 inches tall and 
weighs 118 pounds—a farmer and a 
hard worker. 

In the first place we 
should not select underwear for 
warmth. That isn’t the proper pur- 
pose of underwear. Underwear is 
rather for style. One looks prettier 
in it. Seriously, now that. I! have 
started to explain why some of us do 
wear it, | am not quite sure what it Is 
cood for, but underwear is not the 
best thing to wear to keep warm. A 
suit of clothes or an overcoat or some- 
thing like that is beiter if that is the 
object. No doubt some heavy under- 
wear or two or three suits of light un- 
derwear would be warnier than an ordi- 
ary suit of clothes, especially union 
suits with nice long arms and legs and 
not too many openings where the cold 
air can rush through. 1 think the 
mode of dress found most protective 
against the intense cold in the far 
north is something like that. Our or- 
dinary clothing has too many large 
openings in it, say about the wrist or 
ankles, which let the cold air in or 
fail to keep the warm layer of air

The warmth of clothing is mainly 
a question of its effectiveness as an 
envelope for air; any material or style 
of clothing which holds air in its 
meshes or incloses a layer of air 
around the body is warm. That is 
why two light suits of clothing are 
warmer than one layer which is much 
heavier. 

Heavy underwear would be all right 
and perfectly hygienic‘for winter wear 
if one could take time to peel it off, 
or at least discard most of it, on en- 
tering an artificially warmed room. 
People consider it proper, and some- 
times they think it is essential for 
health or to prevent eyestrain or some- 
thing, to remove their galoshes when 
they go indoors, but unfortunately it 
is not the custom to remove one’s 
heavy underwear on entering the 
drawing room nowadays. 


UR undernourished friend will get 
warm quicker by 
fourth meal every day in the winter 
season, say at bedtime if he sits up 
two or three hours after supper. This 
meal should invariably include one 
or two of the following items: 
Two or three fre cooked as 
preferred. 
Baked potato (to be eaten with the 
skin). 
A pint of pure fresh milk, or a gill 
of fresh cream. 
Half an ounce of butter, 
milk or cream. 
Bread, toast, crackers or any cereal 
in lieu of potato. 
Molasses, honey, 


consuming a 


ash eggs, 


in lieu of 


sugar, or syrup, 


or candy or cake, or cookies, or other 
sweet. 

Some fresh or canned fruit in lieu 
of sweets. 

Many such skinny folk who find it 
difficult to keep warm should treat 
themselves to an ounce or so of nice 
plain cod liver oil daily in the winter. 
There are several preparations of 
plain cod liver oil combined with thick 
sweet syrupy malt “extract,” and 
these are all easy to take—children 
actually like them. As a rule cod 
liver oil should be taken an hour or 
two after.a regular meal. 

For most people with indoor occu- 
pations a light weight woolen or wool 


and silk or wool “and cotton under- 
wear affords the greatest comfort in 
winter. This should preferably be a 
union suit of the knitied elastic stock- 
inette material universally used now- 
adays and for those who have trouble 
keeping warm the underwear should 
have sleeves at least to the elbow and 
legs at least to the knee. With this 
armor the proper thing is socks or 
stockings of about the same character. 
Wool stockings are a boon to cold 
feet. 
Symptoms Taboo. 

What are the symptoms of the dis- 
ease: Psoriasis? Is it contagious or 
hereditary? Is there a cure for it? 
(W. C.) 

Answer—My notion is that the pa- 
tient should tell the doctor the symp- 
toms, not the doctor the patient. Tell 
your doctor, not me. Psoriasis is not 
communicable. In some cases it 
seems to run in families. There is no 
specific cure, but many cases recover 
under good medical treatment. 


Warts. 
Please tell me how I can get rid of 
warts. (CH. F.) 


Answer—For a single wart on the 
hand, the well-known corn collodion 
is often sufficient—that is, painting 
the wart (not surrounding skin) once 
daily with a coating of the corn col- 
lodion, which is a solution of 30 grains 
of salicylic acid in half an ounce of 
flexible collodion. After a week or 
two the ‘wart will come off. For 
warts about the head, the only safe 
{reatment is surgical removal by a 
physician.

Some dinosaurs reached a length of 
100 feet. If you pay a visit to the 
Carnegie museum in DPitteburgh, you 
can see—side by side—the skeletons 
of two long dinosaurs, They are not 
the longest of those discovered, but if 
they could come back to life, they 
would certainly startle us. Either 
one might stand on the top of a dwo- 
story house and (if he did not break 
in the roof) put his head down to the

The dinogaura of which I speak had 
very small heads, long necks, thick 
bodies, and tails which never 
In rock formed from 
hardened mud, traces of the tail which 
dragged in soft mud have been found.

The long dinosaurs appear not to 
have fed on other auimals. The small 
size of their jaws and the shape of 
their teeth lead us to believe that 
they ate only leaves, twigs and plants.
